ama steamer. Th at was some years be- 
fore the opening o f the railroad across 
the continent. Si ibsequently the coin 
was shipped throu gh the mails. Within 
the past ten years this coin has been 
remitted to New York in various ways. 
It has been sent East in special cars 
under a military escort, through the 
mnilii as third-class matter, and also by 
means of telcgra phic transfers on New 
York through Sa n Francisco banks. It 
is now three yen rs since the Government 
sent out a detachment of troops to guard 
n large remittance of U aited Stales notes 
forwarded from New York to San Fran- 
cisco. 
The same soldiers acted as 


escort for a return shipment of coin. 
Within the past year, Sub-Treasurer 
Sherman has probably '.sent .over $12,- 
00,000 in gold coin to New York 
trough the mails. 
He has n large 


uantity of mutilated United States 
otes that ought to be sent East imme-, 
iately, and he stands in great need of 
fresh inaiallnient of these notes.

Since the organization of the federal 
overnment we have had five Presidents 
who will always stand out in bold relief 
in the historical canvas— namely, Wasb- 
ngton, Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln and 
Grant. The first and last were g'reat 
military characters; the middle one, 
Jeneral Jackson, would never havo been 
elected President but for his brilliant 
.ictory at New Orleans, but unlike the 
AVO other military char.icters in this il- 
ustrious list Jackson's popularity in the 
highest civil 
station 
surpassed and 


eclipsed his fame as a soldier. Each of 
;he five was twice elected, and all of 
;hem, except Lincoln, lived for longer 
or shorter periods in honorable retire- 
ment. The two civilians of this great 
list of Presidents had one remarkable 
point of resemblance, though a perfect 
contrast to each other in every other re- 
spect, except the honesty and patriotism 
which was common to the whole five 
The resemblance between Jefferson and 
Lincoln consisted in their unrivalled 
skill iu the "art of putting' things" in 
such a manner as to command the im- 
mediate assent of ordinary minds. It is 
difficult to say which of the two pos- 
sessed this faculty in the superior de- 
gree. We should hesitate to award the 
palm to Jefferson, even in written state- 
ments, but in power of apt illustration 
in conversation, with the aidof apposite 
anecdotes, Lincoln was altogether the 
more ingenious of the two. Both made 
a profound impression on their contem- 
poraries without assistance from mili- 
tary glare; but no two able men were 
ever more unlike in point of culture. 
Jefferson w.vs an elegant scholar, a man 
of wide and various accomplishments 
which made him a favorite of French 
society in its most brilliant period. Lin- 
coln, on the contrary, was the untutored 
child of naturs, an uncouth backwoods- 
man, whose only intellectual resoura* 
was his "mother wit," and whose social 
success, such as he had, depended on 
his inimitable and exhauutless power of 
telling pat, humorous stories on every 
occasion. 
Among our Presidents he 


and Jefferson were unrivalled in the art 
of stating political truths in so pungent 
and intelligible a way that the average 
citizen could not only understand them 
but accept them with a keen relish. 
Had Lincoln been spared to finish his 
second term and live in retirement he 
would, perhap-:, have been a,-i much 
courted nnd ujnsulted as nay of the 
great ex-Presidents.

Jackson was also industri- 
ously consulted at the Hermitage by the 
public men of his party, but on one 
memorable occasion they abused his 
confidence by drawing from him the let- 
ter in favor of the immediate annexation 
of Texas, which caused the defeat of his 
friend Van Buvon, But ovon that faut 
demonstrated his great authority as the 
advisor of his political party. 


A contemplation of these well known 


historical instances justifies a belief that 
General Grant would receive more honor 
and exert greater real power as the 
courted counsellor of his party in » pri- 
vate station tlntn ho could derive from 
another election to the Presidency. An 
influence like that exerted in retirement 
by Washington, by Jefferson, by Jack-
